General Education 
Challenge Exam 


Set For Tomorrow 


A general education challenge 
/ examination will be held tomor- 
| row at 9 a. m. in 264 Administra- 
| tion building as part of the edu- 
|eation department's credentials 
|examination program. 
| Dr. E. L. Klingelhoffer, test- 
i ing officer, explains that certain 
| phases of teacher screening are 
found in the entrance exams that 
all new students take. He cites 
the intelligence test and a pair 
of English tests covering writing 
and mechanics. 

Others are provided for in Title 
ifive of the Administrative Code. 
|They involve certain intelligence 
levels which must be offered by 
prospective teachers, proficiency 
‘in oral and written language and 
personality and character traits. 
The latter is dealt with mostly 
through tests on mental and emo- 
tional stability, with one person- 
ality inventory test included. On 
all of these, the candidate must 
attain to at least the 25th per- 
centile of the national sophomore 
norm. 

According to  Klingelhoffer, 
“The purpose of these tests is not 
to eliminate people from the 
teacher training program, but to 
identify “aspects Of personality 
that might constitute handicaps 
to the person in the profession. 

“If questionable responses ap- 
pear, the first thing we do is ar- 
range an interview with the Com- 
mittee on Credential Candidates. 
Retesting or remedial instruction 
may also come into play.” 


SSC men who are participating 
in the seminars are Skeels, pro- 
_ fessor of business administration, 
John R. Cox, professor of busi- 
ness administration, Arthur W. 
Sherman, Jr., associate professor 
of phychology and Herbert J. 
Chruden, associate professor of 
business administration. 

The meetings began Tuesday, 
and others will be heid Tuesday, 
November 10, 17 and 24, and De- 
cember 1.

SSC Prof Makes 


EDITOR'S NOTE: 

The following letter was sent to Dr. Guy A. 
West, president of the college, from Dr. Thomas 
Rhys Wiiliams, assistant professor of anthro- 
pology, now in British North Borneo. 

Williams is taking a leave of absence which 
will enable him to make a basic research in 
gocial science under a grant from the National 
Science foundation of the U. S. government. 

The study is to be concerned with the pro- 
cess of socialization of Dusun, a native society 
of the jungle highlands. (Part two of two parts) 


jointing 

We are living in a house of bamboo, 
with a bamboo roof. The dwelling is a 
duplicate of the ones lived in by the 
natives of the area, except that it is a 
bit larger. We have one larger room (12’ 
x 24’ and a smaller cooking space at- 
tached to the side (8’ x 10’). 

Since the floor is of bamboo, split 
out and dried, we can use no chaifs or 
tables. It has taken us a few weeks to 
become used to sitting on the floor. We 
have not yet become used to having a 
pack of pigs residing under our house 
‘(the houses are built on stilts about 5’ 
high) nor to the earthquake-like shaking 
the house gets when a water buffalo gets 
under the house to scratch its back on 
the posts. 

Since we live within ten yards of 
other native houses we get plenty of 
local noises too .. . from family argu- 
ments to deaths, births and weddings. 
Since that is what we're here for... we 
do not mind such disturbances. I can 
tell what is going on when I hear a 
moise. 

The most obvious noise in the whole 
area is the beating of gongs to tell the 
village of some important event, or to 
let the supernatural know that things 
of importance are going on in the vil- 
lage. The gongs are going nearly con- 
tinually at present, since the people are 
planting their rice padi fields. 

This event is so vital to their lives 
that the supernatural must be informed 
at all times of the progress made , . . 50

not what is done but how it is done. 


We advocate the freedom to seek 
out the truth and the freedom to express 
these facts. To limit the press in its 
attempts to obtain accurate and factual 
information would be to limit your 
right to know — a basic concept in a 
free society. 


The newspaper also acts as a text- 
book in the sense that it gives you the 
knowledge you need to function as a 
responsible citizen of democraey. One 
unique form of this “textbook’’ is the 
fact that it’s up to date with every new 
edition. 


Although your newspaper keeps 
fighting for your right to know, it can 
do a better job if vou help it. 


You can help. by giving the editor 
the benefit of your views about what’s 
voing on. The editor is one in your com- 
munity who is eager to hear your views, 
and who ean be approached without

ceremonies that is a little hard on us is 
the fact that all events are accompanied 
by the drinking of large amounts of rice 
wine, 

We have vet to get used to its bitter 
taste, so we have a difficult time when 
we attend ceremonies. Last week, for 
my having taken the trouble to sit up 
for two nights in succession at the ma- 
gical ceremonies attending the planting 
of the rice, the village priestess agreed 
to make me one of the local musical 
instruments used in the rituals most 
secret to the Dusun peoples. 

I shall send it along to you for your 
office wall, when I can get it packed 
securely enough. It is called a sempitan 
in Dusun... which roughly translated 
means ‘‘voice of the gods.’’ You will 
no doubt recognize the instrument as 
the pan pipes of the ancient Greeks and 
Romans, but made of bamboo rather 
than birch. 

So far as I know, no one has ever 
managed to secure one of these pipes 
before. If you wish, I shall get the 
priestess to give me the proper spell to 
be chanted when the pipes are played 
so the gods will hear your wishes. The 
pipe is used most at special events when 
all the important men of the village are 
gathered about. 

Perhaps you can get someone on the 
music faculty to play at the faculty 
meetings! It will make a nice decoration 
for your office wall, however. When I 
can, I shall also get you a blow-pipe that 
has human hair decorations. 

I shall write you later of our other 
experiences. I will try at that time to 
type my letter during the day, to save 
on the typing errors that are produced 
by using the typewriter with a kero- 
sene lantern... the bugs keep getting 
in my way as I try to type, and the 
light souree is quite bad. Please accept 
my apologies for my letter’s appear- 
ances. I send my regards to all at the 
college. ;
